The Charge Against Carnegie Offi- 
cials and the Pinkertons. 


“Warrants Issued To-Day for the Arrest 


of Potter and Lovejoy.

FULL TEXT OF THE INFORMATION FILED 
WITH THE MAGIS TE. 


Frick's Arrest Deferred Until After His 
Recovery—Both Sides Satisfied With 
Conditions at Homestead—Last Sun- 
day’s Services at the Mill—Bauer Out 
on Bail-Kuold Still in Prison—Carne 
gie’s Gift May Be Recalled. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 8.—The threatened 
suits against the Carnegie officials and the 
Pinkertons charging them with murder were 
begun this morning and warrants issued for 
the arrest of the defendants. 

At 11 o’clock Messrs. Brannon, Cox and 
Hugh Ross, the prosecuting witnesses, went 
to Alderman King’s office on the South Side 
and made the information and the warrants 
were issued, 

Of the names mentioned in the information 
Robert and William Pinkerton are the heads 
of tbe Pinkerton agency; J. A. Potter and G. 
A. Corey are superintendents at the works, 
and Messrs. Frick, Lovejoy, Leischman and 
Currey are officials of the company, and the 
balance are Pinkerton men. 

The information is as follows: 

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania vs. H. C. Frick, 
F. T. F. Lovejoy, Robert Pinkerton, William Pink- 
erton, J. A. Potter, G. A. Corey, G. A. Leischman, 
G. M. Currey, C. W. Bedell, Fred Primer, W. EH. 
Burk, John Cooper and Fred W. Hinde. 

Before me, the subscriber, Festus M. King, an 
Alderman in and for said city of Pittsbure, person- 
ally came Hugh Ross, who upon oath deposes and 
says that in Mifflin Township, Allegheny County 
and State of Pennsylvania, on the 6th day of July, 
1892, said defendants did of their malice afore- 
thought feloniously and riotously with force and 
arms and deadly weapons kill and murder and did 
cause feloniously to be killed and murdered Joseph 
Sotax, John E. Morris, George W. Rutter and Silas 
Waino, then and there being in the peace and com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 

This information is made on information received 
and believed to be true. “omplainant asks, therefore 
that a warrant may be issued and that ihe aforesaid 
defendants may be arrested and held to answer this 
charge of murder, and further deponent saith not.

PLAN TO BE PURSUED. 

One of the attorneys said this morning that 
it was not their intention toarrest Mr. Frick 
at present ordo anythingto endanger his 
life or health. 

We will not arrest all of them at 
present, sald he. We have delayed the 


matter, not because we doubted our pos- 


“tion, but to get the necessary evidence.’’ 


It is probabie that informations will de 
made later against the same persons for con- 
spiracy todepress the wages of workmen 
and conspiracy to incite riot by bringing a 
force of armed men to Homestead. 

The attorneys say the suits were beld off 
on account of the shooting of Mr. Frick. 


Attorneys Brennan and Cox held a long 
consultation in Alderman King’s office after 
the information had been made, the result of 
which was that only warrants against F. T. 
F. Lovejoy, Secretary of the company, and 
against J. A. Potter, general superintendent 
of the Homestead mills, were issued to-day. 

The warrant forthe arrest of Supt. Potter 
was placed in the hands of Constable Stewart, 
who left for Homestead on the 1:10 o’clock 
train and expects to bring back Mr. Potter 
this evening. 

The warrant for the arrest of Secretary 

vejoy was placed inthe hands of Consta- 
le Walls. Itis understood Mr. Lovejoy will 


ae surrender, waive hearing and ask the court 


to fix the amount of bail. 

The fact that only two warrants were 18 
sued to-day does got mean that more will not 
We issued. The others will be issued to-mor- 


row. 

H. C. Frick will not be arrested while he is 
confined to his room, but the warrant will be 
served as soon as he appears ou the streets. 

A death notice has just been handed into 
the newspaper offices announcing the death 
of the five weeks’ ola child of H. C. Frick. 

This is the child that it was said would be 
named for Mr, ©. A. Dana of New York. This 
was not done, however. The baby’s name 
was Henry Clay Frick, Jr. 

Secretary Lovejoy and Supt. Potter may be 
compelled to spend to-night behind prison 
bars. Both gentlemen will probably be ar- 
rested this afternoon. When Ross swore out 
an information charging six of the Car- 
megie officials and nine Pinkertons with 
murder it was decided to arrest 
Secretary Lovejoy and Supt. Potter before 
evening and then to serve the warrants of 
the others accused just as soon as they can be 
located. This step may have been taken so 
as to compe! Potter and Lovejoy to go to jail, 
as it would be impossible for them to get a 
hearing on an application for bail and that is 
the course they must pursue after court has 
adjourned. 

Callers in the office of the Secretary since 
noon are informed that the gentleman is not 
in, nor is it known where de is or when he 
will return. 

THEY WANT TO GIVE BAIL. 

To the surprise of the attorneys of the 
Amalgamated Association at 2:30 this after- 
noon Secretary Lovejoy, Leishman and Carey 


ofthe Carnegie company proceeded to the 


court-house and presented themselves to 
Judge Ewing, asking to be admitted to bail, 
No warrants have been served oneither of 
the three up to this time. 

The court refused to hear the cases, telling 
the gentlemento goand deliver themselves 
up, as did Mr. O'Donnell and Ross. Alder- 
man King was then sent for. It is the pur- 
pose of the men to surrender.

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THE STEEL KING’S GIFT. 


CARNEGIE MAY WITHDRAW HIS DONATION TO 
THE PEOPLE OF PITTSBURG. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 3.—A morning paper 
says that Andrew Carnegie will himself with- 
draw his munificent donation to the city ot 
Pittsburg in the event of the Council taking 
any official notice of the resolutions passed 
from time to time during the past month by 
trades unions, requesting that body to return 
the millionaire steel king’s donation. Such 
is, in substance, the statement by a gentle- 
man closely associated with the Carnegie 
Oo. 's interests, and he drew his conclusions 
trom the broad hint thrown out by Mr. Car- 
negie in a communication of recent date to a 
friend in this city. The reasons assigned are 


that Mr. Carnegie is on his metal and he 
would regard any official action taken upon 

se Varied resolutions as a personal insult, 
backed up by base ingratitude. 

Shortly after the Humestead mill riots a 
number of trades’ unions passed resolutions 
condemnuatory of Mr. Carnegie's course and 
containing a petition to the Council asking 
that all of Mr. Carnegie’s gifts tothecity be 
returned tothe donor. These were directed 
by the respective lodges to be presented to 
the Oouncil at a special meeting of that body 
if one could be had during the summer. The 
next regular meeting will not be held until 
September, but the enthusiasts were 80 
anxious to have Mr. Carnegie’s library gift 
returned that a big effort was madeto have 
an extra meeting called. Some of the mem- 
bers of the body, to usethelrown expres- 
slons, were loaded for Carnegie and 
Frick,’’ tried to have the special session 
held, but failed. They then consoled them- 
selves that the resolution would be the first 
thing in order of business when the first ses- 
Sion was held. They claimed to de the 
friends of the workingman and it was noth- 
ing more than right that a gift made by the 
principal stockholder of a grinding monopoly 
should be returned. 

This information was conveyed to Mr. Car- 
negie through the cable, and also by press 
dispatches. He then wrote, throwing out 
the hint referred to above. 

When asked ifit was Mr. Carnegie’s pur- 
pose to take any immediate action inthe 
matter, the gentleman referred to replied 
that nothing would be done unless the 
Council opened the ball by having an ordi- 
nance of the kind presented for action. 
22 he would move, and that very effectu- 
ally. 

The impression prevails that Mr. Carnegie 
still continues to be the executive head of the 
interests bearing his name. This is notso. 
He is a very heavy stockholder, but takes no 
Hart in the executive management of the 
works. He did not make the gift to Pitts - 
burg as a donation from any of the firms 
with which he is connected. It was out of his 
own private funds, consequently the agita- 
tion to return the gift now going the rounds 
has made the gentleman very angry, and the

Secretary Lovejoy ot the Carnegie Steel 
Co., when seen by a Press representative 
this morning, made an officialand emphatic 
dental of the story that Andrew Carnegie 
would withhold his gift to the city in the 
event of the City Council taking any official 
notice of the protests from the trade unions. 

Mr. Lovejoy said there is not one word of 
truth in the story that Mr. Carnegie is angry, 
and will take back his gift. N

sense, It has not been talked of here, and I 
am confident that the author of the story did 
not et the statement from any one con- 
nected with Mr. Carnegie. 


SUNDAY AT FORT FRIOK. 


PRAYER AND SONG HEARD IN THE GREAT STEEL 
PLANT AT HOMESTEAD. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 3.—The Home- 
stead correspondent of a morning paper 
thus pictures the Sunday services at the steel 
mills within the walls built about the plant 
by Manager Frick: 

Largest of all the buildings of the Home- 
stead steel Works is the new beam mill, 
which has been silent since the lockout, 
more than a month ago. Almost in the cen- 
ter of the mill is a little space which is not 
occupied with the massive machinery. This 


had been cleared away and carefully swept. 
On one side a little platform was bullt out of 
rough boards, 

Onthis sat theorchestra and the minis- 
ter.

BAUER RELEASED ON BOND, BUT KNOLD 18 
STILL IN JAIL, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 8.—Judge Magee in 
his private chamber at 10:30 a. m., accepted 
bail in $5,000 and released Anarchist Bauer.

FALSE PRETENSES. 


MOVEMENT TO PREVENT IMPORTATION OF MEN 
TO HOMESTEAD. ö 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 8.—On Saturday next 
Attorney Brennan will go into court and ask 
foran injunction restraining the Carnegie 
Steel Co. from bringing non-union men to 
Pittsburg under false representations, 
claiming that fully two thirds of the men 
are deceived as to the cond;tion of affairs at 
Homestead, and that many of them get their 
first intimation that they are to work for the 
Carnegie company when the reach 
Pittsburg. Proceedings will based 
on the case of the Cincinnati 
men who were brought here ostensibly to 
work in Pittsburg. These are the men who 
were on the train on which the frightful riot 
occurred last week. 

Fourteen men were brought to this city 
from points in Ohio Monday. Six of them de- 
serted to-day when they found they were to 
be sent to Homestead.

PERRY’S JACK’S. 


Railway Freight Agents Struggling to 
Secure Their Shipment. 

New Tonk, Aug. 3.—No better proof is 
needed that the trunk lines are cutting each 
other’s eye teeth out in their eagerness to 
getacar of freight than an incident that 
happened yestérday. It was like the old 
days at Castle Garden when hotel runners 
nearly scalped an immigrant in deciding 
whose property he was. 

Nine Spanish jackasses arrived yesterday 
from Liverpool on the steamer Runic of the 
White Star Line, bound for the stock farm of 
Ranchman Perry, near Brunswick, Mo., who 
brought them over for breeding purposes. 
The Broadway contracting agents of the 
trunk lines are on the alert for every im- 


aginabie kind of freight, but they had not 
been trained to look for jackasses. 

Their attention was called tothe new visi- 
tors by the passenger agents who meet in- 
—1 steamers and havea keen eye for 
every distinguished individual who is likely 
to advertise the road. Surely a carload of 
jackasses would bea great drawing card. 
One company was notified by cable thatthe 
Spanish ‘‘individuals’’ were coming. and it 
— a that it had a motrgage on the lot. 
But Ranchman Perry was set upon by con- 
tracting agents before noon and he might 
have had a free dinner several times over if 
he had been equal to it. Of course the rail- 
roads all print their tariffs in black and white, 
but only a shipper knows how hard it is to 
choose after several contracting agents have 
plied him for a day describing the benefits of 
their respective routes. The Erie, Ontario 
& Western and West Shore agents labored 
with the farmer all day, but he had not de- 
cided last night which route to take. 

A peculiarity of the official classification 
allows considerable leeway in the case of 
„Jacks“ for cutting rates, and if Rancuman 
Perry holds off long enough he may get his 
asses through for a mere song. No doubt 
there will be a song if the road that carries 
them does not treat them better than they do 
some immigrants. The Spanish nine spent 
last night in a Jersey City stable and they did 
not particularly likeit. Inrailroad language 
a jackass weighs more than a horse or a 
mule, although itis not balfas large. In less 
than carload lots a horse is estimated at 
3,000 pounds, for one, two and three pounds 
for each succeeding one. But every jackass 
is estimated at 4, pounds. The second and 
third are just as big asses as the first. 

At this rate the nine will weigh 36,000 
22 or nearly enough to fill two carloads. 

‘hey can all be put ig a single car and there 
wili still be room for more. But cariload 
rates are cheaper than part carload rates, so 
that Perry was not long in finding out that he 
need not pay for 386,000 pounds at 85 cents a 
hundred, the rate to St. Louis, which would 
be over $300. At last accounts it was said 
that he had an offer for about $135. The 
struggle between the companies that cater 
to jackasses will be resumed to-day,

THE SANTA MARIA. AGAIN SAILS FROM 
THE PORT OF PAaLos. 
— — 
Thundering Salutes and Deatening 
Cheers Usher in the Celebration— 
Grand Naval Display by Vessels of All 


Natlons— Royal Yeehtsmen in English 
Waters—General Foreign News. 


PaLos, Aug. 3.— This is the 400th anniversary 
of the day on which Columbus set sail from 
Palos westward on his voyage of discovery 
and the festivities arranged here for cele- 
brating the day were Carried out with great 
eclat. 

The view from the town, however, was 
obscured by a thick mist which hung over 
the river and rendered it impossible to see 
more than a dim outline Gi the hulls ot the 
vessels lying at anchor. 

_At6o’clock, the hour 
began his voyage, the Cai 
constructed in imitation 
name belonging to the 
which had been lying offs 
her sails for her passage 
warships anchored outside the bar, but 
owing to the prevalence of a dead calm a line 
was run to her from a gun- 
boat, and she was towed down stream, 
followed by the Spanish fletiliain single file. 
Minister of Marine Montigo was on board the 
warship Legasp!. The voyage down the river 
past the monastery of Laérabida, on which 
buildings the flags of all che American States 
were fiying, to the bar occupied about an 
hour, Outside the bar were moored the ves- 
sels of the foreign squadrons, which had 
come to take part in the celebration. These 
vessels were formed in lines, between which 
the caravel passed amid thundering salutes 
and deafening cheers. 

The mist and the smoke ok guns made it im- 
possible to distinguish the maneuvers of the 
caravel, which followed for some distance 
the route taken by Columbus 400 years ago. 

At 9 o’clock the littie vessel returned and 
re-entered the river. The town of Huelva is 
crowded with visitors aud all the buildings, 
both private and public, are gaily decorated.

ROYAL YACHTING. 


ONE OF THE CREW ON THE 
METEOR. 

Lonpon, Aug. 3.—Ths yacht Irene, which is 
entered in to-day’s race for the Australian 
cup, is in command of Prince Henry of Pras- 
sia, brotherof Emperor of Germany. The 
course is the old Queen's course, over which 
the race for the Queen's cup was sailed yes- 
terday. The other yachts competing are the 
Corsair, Varuna, Thalia and Queen Mab. A 
start was made at 10 0’clock with the Irene 
in the lead. At 10:30 Emperor William’s yacht, 
Meteor, started in the maten for the squadron 
prize which is to be sailed over the Queen's 
course. She has for competitors the yachts 
Overna, Columbia and Maid Marian. ‘The 
Meteor crossed the line before the starting 
gun was fired and was consequently recalled 
and compelled to take last place. Emperor 
William, though he will go over the course of 
the Meteor, will not attempt to sail the yacht, 
but will simply go, as he did yesterday, as 
one ofthe crew. The sailing master and the 
remainder of the crew are Englishmen,

FOREIGN NEWS. 


PREMIER ABBOTT INTERVIEWED ON CANAL 
TOLLS—BRIEFS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 3.—Sir John Cald- 
well Abbott, Premier of the Dominion, in a 
brief interview regarding the canal tolls, 
says: ‘‘lam not aware that Canada has ever 
manifested a querulous disposition in her 
dealings with the United States, and, speak- 
ing particularly of our international relations 
since I have had anything to do with the gov- 
ernment, lam sure our bearing toward the 
people to the south of us has been most con- 
ciliatory. Three times in the past year have 
we sent delegations to Washington to 
clear up this very question of canal 
tolls, and as for our recent legislation it has 
all been in the direction of furthering friendly 
intercourse. Last season we passed a bill es- 
tablishing reciprocity in towing and wreck- 
ing, and when not long since we were asked 
whether the privileges thereby granted would 
extend to the incidental use of our canals for 
these purposes free of embargo, we promptly 
and cheerfully assented.

BASIS OF AGREEMENT SUBMITTED BY 
THE CAUCUS COMMITTEE, 


The $5,000,000 Item to Be Cut in Half 
and Left Out of the Appropriation Bill 
Before Being Voted On-—Fruitless Ef- 
forts at Legislation Made in the 
House. 


Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 3.—The Peace 
Committee of ten at 9:30 o’clock this morning 
resumed its sessions and at 12 0’clock was 
still in session, with the deadlock un- 
broken. It was then thought, however, that 
the efforts to pick the lock were making such 
progress as to justify a belief that success 
would attend the labors of the committee. 
At 12 o' clock one of the most radical of the 
fillibusters said that he believed that they 
would be ready to agree on a proposition. 
Finally about 1 o’clock an agreement was 
reached by the Peace Committee on this 
basis: 

The House shall vote down the Bingham 


motion and shall reconsider its action on the 


sundry civil bill. The Senate $5,000,009 World's 
Fair amendment shall be disagreed to, and 
the billsent back to conference with the 
House insisting that this {tem shall be elim- 

inated from the sundrycivil bill. The Dur- 
burrow World's Fair bill shall be taken up, 

and on Aug. 6. Saturday, shall be voted on. 

The amount carried by the bill, however, be- 
fore a vote shall be reduced from 35,000, 000 to 
$2,500,000 and made a direct gift. All the 
members ofthe committee except Mr. Dur- 
burrow voted forthe agreement. Mr. Dur- 
borrow voted against it. 

The committee simply submits the agree- 
ment to the caucus and the members are not 
bound to vote in favor of the Durburrow Dill. 
They simply agree, ifthe caucus adopts the 
proposition, not to filibuster against it, and 
each man reserves the right to vote foror 
against the Durburrow bill, The understand- 
ing is that the vote on this bill 
shall be final, and that the item ought 
to go back into the sundry civil 
bill, Itis presumed that the Senate will hold 
up the sundry civil bill in conference if action 
is had on the Durburrow bill. Meanwhile ac- 
cording tothe terms of the agreement the 
appropriations are to be expended. At 2 
o’clock the caucus will meet toratify or re- 
ject the suggestions of the committee, which 
are simply put forward to afford a basis for 
caucus action,

HAD A FIT IN COURT. 


Oharles Sikora, the Check Forger, Falls 
in Convulsions. 


THE EPILEPTIC ATTACK OCCURS WHILE 
HE WAS BEING EXAMINED. 


The Scene Occasions Much Excitement in 
the Court of Criminal Correction—An 
Early Morning Shooting Affray in a 
Laundry—Passead Counterfeit Silver 
Doliars—Police News. 


Charles Sikora, the check forger, had an- 
other fit at the Four Courts this morning and 
the half dozen cases against him in the Court 
of Criminal Correction were continued in con- 
Sequence. When the first case was called 
and he was asked whether he was guilty or 
not guilty, he said that he didn’t Know 
whether he was or not. 
let out of the Insdne Asylum, where Dr. 
Marks took a lot of shot out of his 
head that bad been in there since he left Ger- 
many, and he couldn't say whether or not he 
was responsible for his actions since his re- 
lease. 

Ihe court accepted this talk as a plea of 
not guilty and was about to proceed with the 
examination ofthe State’s witnesses when 
Sikora gavea grunt and fell forward likea 
log on his face. Mr. Estep, who 
Was prosecuting, jumped to one side, 
not knowing what the man would 
do next, and considerable excitement 
prevailed for afew minutes throughout the 
court-room. Clerk Kenefick, Deputy Sheriff 
Dunn and Detective Freese took hold of the 
prisoner as he was lying onthe floor in con- 
vulsions and held him until he quieted down, 
when the fellow was taken back 
to the cage, and his cases were all continued, 
Some of the people present think that Sikora 
was shamming, while others are of the opin- 
ion that it was a genuine attack of epilepsy. 
He has had several attacks of 

kind since his arrest three 
or four weeks ago, and when 
first arrested hung himself once with his sus- 
penders in the calaboose, but was cut down 
before life was extinct. Sikora’s weakness 
consists in beating German lodging-house 
keepers out of small sums with bogus 
checks. He will stay all night or take a meal 
and offer one of these fraudulent checks in 
payment. Asa rule the check is refused, but 
now and then he finds a man foolish enough 
to believe his story and accept his check and 
give him the change in cash. 


Threatened to Shoot Her. 

Mrs. Robert E. Washburn complained to 
the police last night that her husband had 
visited her at her mother’s house, where she 
is stopping, 811 South Ninth street, and 
abused her and drew a pistol on herand 
threatened to shoot herwithit. This morn- 


ing a summons was issued from the First 
District Police Court for his appearance in 
that court next Friday on a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace. The Washburns lived at 
1756 Carondelet avenue until recently, when 
Mrs. Washburn left home on account of her 
husband’s cruel treatment of her, she says, 
and went to live with her mother, Mrs. Lizzie 
Davidson. 


Shooting in a Laundry. 

Ed Austin, an engineer at Dustin’s laundry 
at 1017 Pine street, was quarreling about 7 
o’elock this morning with Lizzie Scharff, one 
of the laundry girls, when he lost his temper 
and struck the girl in the face, knocking her 
down.

READY TO LAUNCH. 


Cruiser No, 11 Will Slide Into the Wate 
on the llth. 

New Tonk, Aug. 3.—The steel twin screw 
cruiser No. 11, now undergoing construction 
at Harrison Loring’s City Point Works, is 
packed for launching, and dredgers are 
busily employed deepening the water at the 
end of the Ways to allow the vessel free and 
easy access to her element. As she sits on 
the ways she presents a beautiful appear- 
ance, her smooth sides and symmetrical 
lines attract the admiring eyes of all 
connoisseurs in naval architecture, and ex- 
perts areofthe opinion that her sisters, the 
Detroit and Montgomery, now nearing com- 
pletion at the Columbian Iron-works, Balti-. 
more, Md., may well be proud of their new 
relation, The launch will take place on or 
about the lith inst., at 1 o’clock, and as an 


attempt will be made onthe part of the Lor - 
mee to make the occasion one of ceremony, a 
gala time is anticipated by the general pub- 


lic, this being the first war vessel launched 


in Boston since 1875. 

Three hundred men have been employed 
almost constantly in the construction of this 
terror to hostile commerce. The mechanics 
have received from 52.50 to $3 per day of ten 
hours each, and laborers $1.50 per day of the 
same length. On account of the Government 
having granted another year in which to 
complete the vegsel, in consequence of the 
assignment ofthe firm in October last, it ts 
believed she will be ready for delivery the 
latter part of March, 1893, bringing the con- 
tractors inside of the present agreement at 
least two months.

The triple expansion twin screw propelling 
engines, with auxiliary machinery, are now 
ready for shipment from the Quintard Iron 
Works, New York. The bed, shafts and pro- 
peliers are already in place and the re- 
mainder will be put in as soon after launch- 
ing as circumstances will admit. 

A portion of the steel plating, angles and Z 
bars was furnished by Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co. That firm is still to supply the armor 
plating and the progress of the work is re- 
tarded toa great extent. The Linden Steel 
Oo, furnished the remainder of the plates and 
angles and the Midvale Steel Co. furnishes 
heavy castings for stem, struts and strut 
borings, the vessel has the pro 
tective water-tight deck running fore 
and aft, rainbow, and Is furnished with com- 
fortable quarters for officersand men. She 18 
to be lighted with electricity throughout and 
fitted with two seareh light projectors of the 
latest and most approved Mangin type, in- 
cluding pedestals and a combination automa- 
tic and hand-lamp for each, designed for 
eighty to ninety amperes of current. She 
will also have the most improved modern de- 
vices for good ventilation below decks. 

Her armament will consist of eighteen 
rapid-fire guns, two six-inch, eight five-inch, 
six six-pounder and two one-pounders. She 
isalsoto be fitted with two torpedo tubes 
on bow and stern firing fourteen and a quar- 
ter inch Howell torpedoes and two ports on 
each side of gundeck, fore and aft, fitted for 
firing eighteen-inch Whitehead torpedoes.

Temporary Embarrassment of English 
Grain Importers. 


NEW Tonk, Aug. 3.—Rumors that an impor- 
tant grain exporting house was in trouble 
caused more or less of a stir on the Produce 
Exchange late yesterday afternoon, al 
though the story gained circulation too late 
in the day to have much effect upon the mar- 
ket. Chicago heard the rumors and sent in 
quiries about their truth, but all knowledge 
of them was closely confined to the trade in- 
terested.

firm, but witha bighouse in England, and 
that proved to be pretty nearly the case, as 
was shown by the following statement given 
out late in the afternoon by J. W. Nightin- 
gale of S. A. Budgett & Co., a firm with offices 
at 334 Produce Exchange: 

A. Budgett & Co. of London are in 
some temporary financial entanglement, but 
we expect this will be straightened out ina 
few days and business carried on as usual. 

No details about the nature or extent of the 
trouble of the London house had been re- 
ceived here, according to the statements of 
those at the office of the New York firm. Mr. 
Nightingale confined hiwself to the formal 
announcement given above. It was said at 
his office, however, that a brief cable mes- 
Sage had brought the information contained 
in his statement and that was all that was 
known about the matter. 

The partners in the New York concern are 
8. A. Budgett and Mr. Nightingale. They 
represent H. H.& 8 A. Budgett & Co. of 
Bristol, England, and Samuel Budgett & Son, 
who do business in London and Liverpool, It 
was explained yesterday that the relation 
between the firmis on this side of the ocean 
and those on the other was merely a friendly 
One, and that the trouble, whatever it was, 
affected only the London house. The New 
York firm did business as usual and met all 
calls upon it.

She Was at One Time the Subject of In- 
ternational Correspondence, 


SHE WAS SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN IM- 
PRISONED IN HOLLAND, 


Romastic Story of the Young Lady Who 
Was Wedded Yesterday to Mr. Charles 
8. Reed—The Baroness Relates the De- 
tails of Her Experience in a Holland 
Convent, ; 


The Baroness Emma de Hodiamont de 
Neau, a report of whose marriage to Mr. 
Charles 8, Reed of this city was published in 
yesterday’s Post-DIsPATCH, was once the 
subject of diplomatic correspondence de- 
tween this country and Holland. Her grand- 
father, the Baron Emanuel de Hodiamont, 
who made St. Louis his home before entering 
a Trappists’ Momastery in Kentucky, was 
twice married and obtained a divorce from 
his second wife, who re-married and subse- 
quently died in St. Louis. Miss de Neau was 
born in St. Louis and lived here, oft and on, 
mostly in convents, uutil she was about 15 
years of age, when she went to Holland and 
was placed in an Ursuline Convent there in 
thecity of Eysden. Here it was that the 
complication arose which gave rise to the 
diplomatic correspondence between the two 
countries. 

The story 1s given as told by the Baroness 
this morning toa Post-DIsPATCH reporter in 
the presence of her husband, Mr. Reed, at 
2704 Pine street, where the bridal couple are 
at present stopping. 

I would rather say nothing for publica- 
tion about that affair,’’ said Mrs. Reed, ‘‘as 
I think we have already been given consider- 
able notoriety in the papers, but as portions 
of it were published some five years ago, I 
suppose I may as well give you the facts. Be- 
fore my grandfather went to Kentucky I was 
living with my grandmother here in St. 
Louls, and he determined that I should goto 
Holland and complete my education. He ac- 
cordingly sent for a second cousin of mine, 
the Count de Resamont, a bachelor about 40 
years of age, who was quite wealthy and 
owned his castleat Lege, Belgium. I was 
placed in his charge and takento his castle, 
where I lived fora while with him and my 
cousin, the Marquis de Resamont and my 
grand aunt,the Countess de Resamont. Before 
leaving my grandmother the  under- 
standing was that I should write 
to her every two weeks while abroad, I was 
placed by the Count in the Ursuline Convent 
at Eysden in Holland, and after I had been 
there some months 1 noticed that 
my correspondence with my rela- 
tives on this side suddenly must either be 
intercepted or that my grandmother was 
dead and the news purposely kept from me. 
What served to strengthen this sus- 
picion was the fact that my cousins 
there and the sisters at the Convent would 
take occasion every time I mentioned the 
subject to say in an off hand way to me that 
they supposed my relatives in this country 
had guite forgotten me, and they did not see 
why I should trouble myself about the mat- 
ter, but make up my mind to live there 
altogether. 

„This state of affairs continued for some 
years, when I was surprised to receive a call 
from the American Consul at that place, who 
asked me, in the presence of the sisters, 171 
was imprisoned there or in any way re- 
strained of my liberty. I told him not that 
was aware of, but 1 was afraid to tell him of 
my suspicions about my correspondence. 
About this time I noticed that when 
my cousin, the Count, 
see me at the convent, 
happened that the Mayor of Eysden always 
dropped in. accidentally at the same time, 
and whenever my back was turned there 
were whispered consultations between him 
and my cousin or some of the sisters, 

Finally I demanded to know what was the 
matter, as it was evident to me that I was 
the center of some plot or conspiracy, I was 
informed that a dispatch had been received 
from my grandmother and that she was 
coming totake me back to America. Then 
I was shown some posse from this country 
which had a sensational account of my being 
imprisoned in aconvent in Holland and that 
I was to be forced to marry my cousin, the 
Count de Resamont, 3

it seems that my grandmother and other 
relatives in this country, being mystified by 
my silence, bad written to obtain some in- 
formation regarding me and my whereabouts. 
They were told that I was in the convent, and 
that a plot was on foot to marry me to the 
Count de Rosament or force Me to become a 
nun. 

‘ Application was made at the State De- 
partment in Washington for an in- 
vestigation, numerous letters 
passed between the Secretary of 
State and the American Consul, and the 
Holland officials, It was near my vacation 
time and Isupposeto hushthe matter up I 
was taken from the convent and went to my 
cousin’s castie in Belgium. Here I learned 
that there was sufficient evidence to be 
gathered to justify me in the belief that there 
was good foundation for the reports, and 
as a cousin of mine was going to 
America at~ that time I determined 
to sail with her. On the promise that I 
would return efter a short visit here, I left 
Belgium, and upon | in St. Louis 1 
concluded that America and American cus- 
toms suited me very well and I would re- 
main here. I had my property interests

A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


Hemmed In Five Days by Immense Ice- 
bergs.

He also stood up nobly for the anti-Pink 
erton law of Democratic Missouri, while 
the organsof his partyin Missouri were 
upholding the Pinkerton method of deal- 
ing with strikes in Pennsylvania and 
the Pinkerton view of strikers as 
anarchists. Another subject on which 
Maj. Warner, the candidate, seemed ‘to 
speak for himself only, while the organs 
speak for the men who control the legisla- 
tion of his party, is the subject of arbitra- 
tion and profit-sharing. 

Maj. Warner hoped to see the day when 
arbitration, enforced by law as far as pos- 
sible, would be the child to lead the em- 
ployer and employe to a peaceful solution 
of all questions affecting the rights of 
either.“ From this we may fairly infer 
that, when Congress arbitrarily puts 
up the price of a product for 
the declared purpose of increasing the 
wages of labor, Maj.

BOURDON SAYS THAT THE MONEY WAS 
EXACTED TO SECURE EIS JOB.

A check for $700 Given to the Superin- 
tendent by Bourdon and Deposited by 
Him in His Own Name at the Mul- 
lanphy Bank—Other Sums Which He 
Paid—Some Interesting Testimony. 


The Poor-house Investigating Committee 
held its second annual meeting yesterday 
afternoon,and some sensational evidence was 
brought out. Delegate James H. Cronin pre- 
sided as chairman, 

After waiting some time for John I. Martin, 
attorney for Mr. Gallagher, the superinten- 
dent,a note was received statingthat he 
could not be present. He wanted the privi- 
lege of cross-examining the witnesses. The 
committee concluded that it would go, not- 
withstanding Mr. Martin's absence. 

Mr. Bourdon, the Chief Clerk, was put on 
the stand. He is a relative ofthe Gallaghers, 
having married Mrs, Gallagher’s niece. He 
was asked if after thé committee had left the 
poor house on the first day (July 28) Mr. Gal- 
lagher didn’t give him $40. He answered in 
the affirmative.

Q.: Tou were to pay Gallagher $200 for 
your position?’’ 

A.: I don't like to answer that.“

MURDERED MARY ANDERSON. 
The Perth Amboy Ns May Son Be

New Brunswick, N. J., Aug. 3.—Safe be- 
hind the bars of the city jail Morris Berg will 
remain until his triai for the murder of Mary 
Anderson comes before the court. Berg was 
brought back from Chicago yesterday, 
when nis arfest Was accomplished after 
good detective Work onthe part of a New 
York newspaper reporter, who traced him 
from Perth Amboy to the Lake City. Since 
his arrest Berg has been positively identified 
by Brakeman Francis Schaffer of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad.

when the murder was committed. He had a 
companion, whose name is known to the

They say she passed the tower a few minutes 
before a train came along that is put down 
on their records as passing at 6:20. hey saw 
heras she approached the railroad bridge 
walking along ata good pace and carrying an 
umbrelia over her head. She was not more 
than sixor seven minutes’ walk from the 
scene of the murder, At this same time three 
small boys—Joltinny Beisel, aged 13 years; 
Clemence Abner, aged 9, and another about 
the same age, were picking up coal along the 
rallroad track. The boys live at Maurer's 
Station. When they were within twenty-five 
yaras of the scene of the murder two men 
rushed out from the woods beside the track 
and chased them. One of the men had a 
knife with which he threatened the boys. 
He told them it they didn’t get out he’d ‘‘cut 
em. He chased them a couple of hundred 
yards down the track towards Maurer’s Sta- 
tion, and his pursuit was so hot that Johnny, 
who had started tocarry his coal away with 
him on the run, had to dump his bucket. 

As the two men came out on the boys, 
Johnny says, 
the railiroad bridge, 400 yards away. never 
occurred to him that she was in danger, be- 
cause he thought the roughs only cared to 
chase little boys. 

Johnny and his companions ran nearly all 
the way to Maurer’s Station—650 yards, They 
would probably run about one hundred yards 
& minute. As they reached there Track- 
Walker John Reber was lighting a switch 
light, the last of five, close by Maurer’s 
crossing. When he had lit the light he 
started along the track in the direction of 
Perth Amboy. Ahead of him hesaw two 
men. They were on the track five or six rail- 
lengths from the raſiroad bridge, When they 
got to the bridge they disappeared down the 
embankment. When keber got tothe point 
on the track opposite the scene of the mur- 
der he discovered the body. That was about 
5:30 p. m. 

One of the first theories evolved by those 
investigating the murder wasthat the two 
men who chased the boys jumped out upon 
Mary Anderson as she Came along, intending 
to force her by threats and violence to sub- 
mittothem;thata revolver was drawn to 
frighten her and that, possibly by accident 
or else by impulse, when she screamed it was 
discharged with fatal effect; that the mur- 
derers, not sure that the wound was fatal, 
dragged the body into the woods and cut the 
throat. The fact that no otitrage was com- 
mitted would not, necessarily indicate that 
none was intended. 

Reber, who discovered the body, is unable 
to give much of a description of the men he 
saw because they were so far ahead of him. 
The boys, however, describe the mien they 
saw with considerable detail. Bothths men, 
they say, spoke without accént, like born 
Americans. The man withthe Knife was of 
medium size, With short hair ond a mus- 
tache. He worea belt and had on a worn 
derby hat. The other man was alittle taller. 
He, too, wore a derby hat that. was a pretty 
good one. 

From facts known of Berg’s movements 
and the description of the two men given by 
the boys it was at once concluded that lie was 
one of the men seen tramping along the 
track, and he was traced to Chicago and 
arrested. Jeff Schaffer, brakeman on th 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, says: Tue night o 
the murder We pulled out of thé Lehigh Val 
ley yards in Perth 9 with a train of 
empty coal cars. It was5:55. We were de- 
tained at the crossing; and it was 6:05 when 
we were at the sand cut in Perth Amboy, At 
that point tWo men, one of thém the pris: 
oner, Morris Berg, came running across to 
catch our train. They jumped oi a gondola 
car pretty well up towards the engitie,; 
The train _ in mo

BELIEF THAT PRIVATE INFORMATION 
COMES FROM THE CHICAGO OFFICE. 


The Failure of the Public Stock Hachanke. 
to Quote Mining Stocks Believed to 
Have Been Caused by a Cotepiracy— 
The Chicago Office Involved— Kansas 
City’s Exchanga Foroed to Olose. 


Tue Public Stock Exchange dia not quote 
the mining stocks which have usually déco- 
rated its boards this morning, which effect- 
ually disposes of the story that the fallure to 
open on Tuesday was due to the noii-arrival. 
ofthe tapes from Chicago: The trouble is, 
according to general belief, that there is a 
wheel within a wheel, and that the men who 
are running the Stock Exchange outside of 
Ohicago are being victimized by some 
of those at headquarters. There are 
four exchanges being Operated on the same 
basis, one in Chicago, one in St. Louis; one 
in Kansas City and onein Denver. The Chi- 
cago concern is the source of information, 
and trom this quotations on mining stocks 


emanate. 

J MAKING THE TAPES. 

Tapes are made out containing daily quota- 
tions and are sent to the four places men- 
tioned, being so arranged as to appear 
simultaneously. This of course necessitates 
the making out of the Denver market at least 
a day before the St. Louis and Kansas 
City markets, The fluctuations have been 
frequent and heavy, quick action could be 
obtained, and a rushing business was done, 
as is evinced by the fact that the bucket- 
shops in the cities named were almost 
entirely stripped of customers. But c¢labo- 
rate aS Were the arrangements, it is believed 
that the plans wers not so cdrefiilly laid as to 
preventa leak. The first trouble occurred in 
Kansas. City on Monday, which is to be 
ascribed to some carelessness in making out 
the tapes givitig the so-called quotations. 
BRANCH OFFICES WORKED. 

On that day a mining stock closed 
$58 a share lower than the lowest 
price of the same stock in st. Louis. Two 
Kansas City speculators bought 100 shares of 
this stock, and demanded delivery of the cer- 
tificates. It may be remarked that St. Louis 
brokers declare that they have never heard 
of the stocks dealt in, and will pay nothing 
for certificates. The buyers got on the train 
for st. Louis, intending to present their cer- 
tificates here. News of their intention was 
learned in some manner and a telégram was 
sent to Donovan, the local manager, warning 
him to be of the looxout. This led to an 
investigation, and the 1 4 was the closing 
of the mining business of the public Stock 
Exchange yesterday. It was found that two 
er three men had been buying at the lowest 
quotation, and selling at the highest or vice 
versa. There men never dealt at any other 
figtres and invariably succeeded in calling 
the time. In consequence of this Donovan 
sent thé following telegram to the Chicago 
headquarters yesterday: 

Think I am being worked. Will not open until I 
have investigated. 

The manner in which it is believed that the 
scheme has been manipulated is as follows: 
Someone in Chicago who has means of know 
ing what the highest and lowest quotations 
will be is sending word to confederates at the 
branch offices,and these have been reaping a 
rich profit. * 

THE Senn KNOWN. 

It is believed that there is some regular 
order of 23 the key to which has been 
discovered; Daily telezrams have been sent 
from St. Louis and Kansas City to Chicago 

wing the opening and closing and 
Bighest and lowest quotations. In reply, 

t is stated that telegrams ave 
been sent giving the highest and lowest quo- 
tations for the next day. The branch olfice 
in St. Louis is not the only victim, the Kansas 
City Exchange having been obliged to close. 
A well-known dealer states that on Saturday 
aspeculator was approached by a man who 
said that he was from Chicago and that he 
had the combination to the mysteriously ac- 
tive and fluctuating quotations. He had ho 
money, but would agreeto disclose his se- 
cret if he were assured a share 
in the profits. This offer was 
not accepted, but recent developments lead 
to the belief that it would have been a profit- 
able investment. Whatthe loss of the St. 
Louis branch has been is not accurately 
known, but it is estimated at between $1,500 
and $2,000. } 

DEMAND THEIR MONEY. 

This morning some speculators who bad 
bought stock on Monday came in and pre- 
sented their tickets. On Monday’s market 
they had lost, but they demanded the return 
of their money, as the Closing 
on Tepeday prevented any chance of recoy- 
ering their losses. This demand was taken 
under advisement. Whether the mining 
stock quotations will be resumed depends 
upon the developments of the investigation 
now on foot, it being freely charged that a 
clique in the main omes is working the 
branches by eiving private information con- 
cerning the fiuctuations of the market. It 
is charged that it is a case of dog eat dog. 

THE QUOTATIONS RESUMED.

Tranquillity Said to Be Restored in the 
Little Reptiblic Chief Incidents in the 
Lite of Bogran—Recaliiag the Fall of 
Barillas—A Curious. Constitutional 
Provision. 10 


New Tonk, Aug: 8.—A Panama dispatch to 
a morning paper says: Tne steamship Bar- 
racouta brought a budget of news to-day 
concerning the closing scénes in the Hondu- 
fas revolution. Gen. Leonardo Nuila has 
been completely successful and ex- President 
Bogran has been slot fof tréason after hav- 
ing been imprisoned for some time in Santa 
Barbara. Dr. Bonille is provisional Presi- 
dent, and & new government has been organ- 
ized. Accord to the last reports the coun- 
try was fairi nguil. 

Bogran was a typical product of the land of 
revolution. Three months ago news came to 
Panama that he had been assassinated, but 
the report proved to be without foundation, 
although during all the years of his promi- 
nenee and power in Honduras he has been 
haunted by the fear of the hand of the assas- 
sin. 

He was born in Santa Barbara, the metrop- 
olis ot the Republie of Honduras bearing that 
name, on June 3, 1849. His father was Gen. 
Faturninius Bogran. Whén Barrios was 
President of Guatemala and Don Marco 
Aurelio Soto, President of Honduras, Bogran 
was a soldier of considerable prominence in 
the small army of the latter nation. He was 
restiessly ambitious aad he attempted to 
Create a rebellion against the President. The 
ill-fated Gatdo was at that time Governor of 
the Province of Garcias, and was sent by the 
President with a force ofsoldiers to put down 
_ Bogran’srebellion. He did so effectively, 
- Capturing the leader. After having captured 
Bogran, Del Gardo summoned him before 
him and said: 1 give you your 
liberty. You Are a man of too 
small importance to be of any 
danger to the Republic.’’ Soon after Bogran 
began to intrigue with Barrios against Don 
Marco. Barrios sent the letters which he re- 
ceived from Bogran to Presiderit Soto, and 
advised him to arrest the man as a traitor. 
This President Soto refused to do. After- 
ward, in 188, when a misunderstanding 
rose between President Soto and President 
Barrios, thé latter took up Gén. Bogran and 
used him as a means of fomenting discord in 
Honduras. The overwhelming power of 
Guatemala, the strong will of Barrios ana 
20,000 troops which he hela in readiness to 
march against Honduras, forced President 
Soto to resign his seat and Gen. Bogran was 
elected to the Presidéncy almost unani- 
mously, and he has held it up to the close of 
the present revolution. 

His presidential chair was not a seat stuffed 
with roses, however. Bristiing bayonets 
have surrounded it, and frequent rebellions 
have threatened its stability. 

In 1886, Del Gardo invaded Honduras witha 
révolutionary force. He was defeated in 
battle by Gen. Bogran and carried prisoner 
to Tegucigalpa. His companion, Gen. 
Moore, in that last battle in the mountains in 
the sight of both armies, blew his brains out 
with his own pistol, thus ending a career of 
adventure which has hardly its parallel in 
fiction. 

Tied to an ass’ back, Del Gardo was taken 
to Comayaga, where he was shot in the plaza 
with sixteen of his companions. Dr. Del 
Gardo of Salvador was at that time one of 
the Ministers of President Menindes. He was 
a brother of Gen. Emilia del Gardo and tried 
to save his life. Before the death of Presi- 
dent Menindes, Minister Del Gardo resigned 
his office. The ignominious manner in which 
Gen. Bogran put his brother to death has 
never been forgiven by Del Gardo. The 
revolution attempted by Del Gardo was only 
one of many with which Bogran has been 
called upon to cope during his term of office. 

Barillas, when he succeeded Barrios as 
raten of Guatemala, continued the policy 
of His predecessor and the league between 
himsef and Bogran was one of the strongest 
kind. In the war which Barrios had with 
Salvador and in which he was killed, Bogran 
attempted to fulfill his contract and to march 
with Barrios against the Salvadorian fron- 
tier. But the invasion of his own territory 
by the armies of Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
prevented his doing it. On the downfall of 
Barrios Nicaragua and Costa Rica withdrew 
their troops, leaving Bogran still in office. 

The ajleged discovery of correspondence 
between Bogran and Col. Rivas, which cor- 
respondence was said to have plainly shown 
that the revolt of Rivas against the authority 
of Ezeta was instigated and aided by Bogran, 
ineensed the Salvadorians against him, His 
later visit witha portion of his troops to the 
Salvadorian frontier was, President Bogran 
alleged, for the purpose of subdulng a re- 
Dellion which had broken out in that section 
of Honduras. In order to give weight to that 
statment, he hauged a couple of rebel 
officers of his own, whom he taught, and 
also a couple of officers who had revolted 
with Rivas against the authority of Ezeta. 
The capture of the correspondence, however, 
was most unfortunate for Bogran. No 
amount of Hangings ever could remove from 
the mind of the victorious Ezéta the idea that 
Bogran was trying to ay him false. 

W hen just 30 years old Bogran married Miss 
Teresa Morejon, a charming maiden of 17, 
the daughter of one of the most notable fam 

les in the Department of Toro. In person

Yield 25 0 bu to the acre. All of the early 
sown Wheel i looks well. There is scarcely an ex“ 
ception. On the other hand the wet spring weath- 
er prevented plowing, which was not generally 
done last fail, and a great deal of ae Was poorly 
put in, the farmers emselves not 
counting much upon it. They sowed it because they 
had the seed, and took chances on an extremely fa- 
vorable season to mature it. The wheat sowed on 
stubble ground without other preparation is gener- 
ally very inferior, and it requires an exceptionally 
long period of sun and warm weather to mature it, 
Wheat on spring plowing is not, as a genera! thing, 
as good as on fall pio wing or asthickin growth as 
usual, Summer fallow land makes the best show- 
ing by far this year. There are many pieces ot grain 
on fallowed land thatlook as well and promises as 
big yield as ever, provided no damage is found from 
rust later on. 


The Minneapolis Market Record says: The fine 
weather of the late few days has changed the pros- 
cts of the Northwest for wheat in yield and qual- 
ty. The change is materially better and with the 
improvement t 9 es of farmers have increased 
correspondingly. e hot weather did little appar- 
ent damage an 3 ofthe kind was needed 
to push forward the crop already some two weeks 
late. Much of the wheat is in the dough and more in 
the milk. but whether in the one or the other, the 
weather is causing wonderful progress toward long 
and well-filled heads. The weather is of the quality 
also to tone up the heavy grain that lodged and aid it 
80 far as weather canto rise again. South Dakota 
promises well yet. with a prospect of total yield con- 
siderably more than last year. That large region of 
which Brown County is the center, that missed a 
fooe crop last year, is bett er now than it ever was 
efore, with the other portions about the same as a 
year ago. In addition to that the acreage is 
more than 10 per cent larger, giving encourageinent 
for the largest crop vet produced in South Dakota. 
North Dakota will reduce its yield more than South 
Dakota will increase and there will be a falling off 
in Minnesota aiso. Last year the total crop was 
about 160,000,000 bu, for the three States. They 
promise now to reach about 128. 000,000 bu this 
year, going above or be low according to the weather 
for the next few weeks.

An Infected Norweigan Bark Detained at 
Quarantine. 

NEw YorK, Aug. 3.—When the Norwegian 

bark Neptune from Rio de Janeiro arrived at 


Quarantine yesterday afternoon, she bore on 


her.mainmast a yellow flag, showing that she 
had the dreaded pestilence yellow fever 
aboard. Health Officer Jenkins caused her 
to be detained, and when his officers boarded 
the vessel a pitifultale was told. The ship 
on May 29 was lying off Rio, when the entire 
crew was seized with yellow fever. Capt. 
Olson was taken aboard the Port Physician’s 
boat, where he died, while the remainder of 
the crew were taken to a hospital ashore. 
On June 18 Albert Anderson, 26 years of age, 
died in the Rio Hospital, but the remainder 
of the crew of twelve men finally recovered 
and brought the vessel to this port. On the 
way to New York two sailors died of the 
fever. Their names were Edward Eveson, 32 
years of age, dad Hans Johnson, 38 years 
old. Theformeraied on June 30, and the 
latteron July5. ‘The Neptune will be de- 
tained at Quarantine until she is thoroughly 
disinfected.
